Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
4/26/201 1 has been entered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because they are informal and unclear. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art fails to teach, a signal transmission tube having reactant pendant groups 
chemically bonded to the polymer backbone.
